BESTOR'S TENT - AN EXPLANATION 


The last issue was a bit too succinct 
‘for some of our readers as far as the 
Pobinson Lightweight Tent was concerned. 
One question in particular, "Do you have 
to make up a floor separately?" indicates 
that the diagram, at least, should be 
explained. 

The diagram includes a floor, though 
not indicated as such. The sides of the 
pattern represent the sloping ridge and 
arc to be sewn together with tape. Then 
the ski poles, or dural stakes, as the 
season may be, are placed on each side of 
the floor front to maintain the width. 
The little flaps hanging under the front 
door may be loaded with boots during a 
storm to keep excess wind and snow out- 
side. 

If this explanation is not clear, simply 
cut out a pattern similar to the diagran, 
and figure out how to fold it into a tent. 
It's a good idea to make all cutting ex- 
periments on paper before tackling the 
cloth. |
